Quiet Canadian Threat 
Won Fliers Fair Trial 


CAPK CANAVERAL. F1 a. 
(API—A supercharged Atlas- 
Centaur, (irat Bi>are rocket witbr 
engines (lowered by liquid hy¬ 
drogen. scored its initial test- 
flight success hurling its five- 
ton upiier stage into orbit about 
the earth Wednesday.

The shot was the second from 
Ca|ie Canaveral in less than 17 
hours with a bearing on the 
moon program Tuesday night, 
an Interplanetary Monitoring 
Platform was hoisted Into space 
to study solar radiation which 
threatens astronauts on lunar 
voyages.

Apiuox- 
Imalely four minutes later, the 
Centaur iiecond stage sciiaralcd 
and its pair of hydrogendriven 
engines fired for 3*0 sei-onds to 
Inj^t into an eliplical orbit.
